It ia now savoml days ainco tho de- 
feat of the old iSandflold Hscdonuld 
Cabinet and tho formation of a new one 
under Mio Hon Edward Blake, was an- 
uoouoed in oar telegraphs colome. The 
roadcr knows that tho defeatedMiniatry 
liavo hold offiue darinc; tho ontiro torru 
(four yours) of tho Firat Parliament of 
the Province ol Ontario under Uonfod- 
eration ; a"d bo thoroughly lil.oral and 
nroffresfiivo bad boon tbeir policy, and 
bo marked had been tho prosperity of 
"tho Province) under their administration 
that wec©r,fuHs wo woro cot quito pre- 
pared to find tho now Eoqbo taking tbo 
earliest opportunity of declaring want 
of oonGdenco in that Ministry. lo 
troth tho press of Ontario bad prepared 
aa to cxpeet that the now Hocao would 
give the Ministry a scarcely less bu1> 
Btantial majority than tho old. It has 
iallon ont otherwise, howovtr, and tbo 
Ministry which has bo well administer- 
ed tbo affairs of Ontario during tbo 
paBtfour years has been overthrown by 
a Blender majority of one 1 Acaording 
to the telegram received, tbo personnel 
cf tho now Ministry ia aa lollows : 
Blako, President ot tho Council and 
without a portfolio ; Mnckcnzio, Trea- 
surer ; Crook?, Att'y-Generftl ; McKel- 
lar, Minister of PuWio Works; Scott, 
Commissioner of Crown Landa ; tiirard 
Provincial Secretary. The first four 
we know— tboy aio kuown to the 
world, as old Reformers,— ' Grits,' tboy 
are culled; butScottand Girard, who 
are they Glancing over the lists be- 
fore ne, thero uro two Scoti'a in the 
new House, one of whom (of Ottawa) 
is Speaker, the other (of Owou Sound) 
beiug member for JN'orih Grey ; and as 
as for Girard, wo can find no such name 
on iho lis;, *wid must conclude, thcre- 
for«, tfcai tho operator hat made a mis- 
take. If thoro is a Girard in the Houei 
wo can ouly say cf him, aa wo mint 
aav of Scott, that ho has not out such » 
fit/uro in ibo politioul uurizen ol Ontario 
ar. would prop.,ro ono loi seeing tbo 
iiume in a Cubinet. Tho outgoing Min- 
istry was a coalni<»n one, — that ia to 
cay, it was composed of llufonnera and 
CvOKorvaiivoa. The Premier, J S Mue- 
dnnald ; tho C unmis-i'mer ot Lands, S 
R Richard-, and i he* Treasurer, B 13 
Woud, aro Refoimers ; wbilo the Pro- 
vincial Seoietary, M Cameron ; and 
the Minister of Agriculture, John C.ir- 
liug, are C DServati ve--. Tho new Min- 
istry * e must atsumo to bo a purely 
pany ono, composed altogether of lle- 
lormers. The (iretjlour wo know to ba 
auch ; and it will be safe to assume that 
the remaining two are also of that party, 
—theory ol the Ontario Opposition for 
the past year or two having beon for 
a return to ' parly government.' We 
are well aware cf lha ability and influ- 
ence of tho four BQtmbera of tho now 
(Jabinot Waich wo have mentioned, ei- 
poeially Blukc and Mackenzio ; but if 
wo lake the division upon which the 
late Cabinet was upset aa an index — 
and it may not unfairly bo takon as 
such — of the relative strength of partita 
in tho now House, it is difficult to un- 
derstand how, With parties bo evenly 
balanced, tho new Ministry oan count 
npou a safe and substantial working 
majority. Truo, indeed, thero aro seven 
Beats to bo filled. — scuta to the ehume 
of Ontario be it said, emptied by tho- 
Courts, on account of bribery and undue 
iufiuence; and a strong effort will 
doubtlosa be raado by tlio parly now in 
power to swell a nnirow majority in the 
filling of theso siftte.
